A dispatch to the
Tribune from Richmond, Ind., say?:

A boys' town, populated by 5.000 boys,
policed by boys, officered by boys, r.nd
for boys" own pleasures and instructian,
is to be an attraction at the Winona as-
sembly next year.

The trustees announced yesterday
that they had authorized Judge Willis
Brown of the juvenile court of Salt
Lake City to take charge of such a pro-
ject and organize a boys' municipality.

The boys will have a section of the
grounds set apart for them. They will
live in tents. The city will be the first
of Its kind in the I'nited States.

In connection with the scheme will be
a school for officers of the Y. M. C. A.,
Sunday schools, public schools, juvenile
court judges and other students of theboy problem.
